Calgary, April 4.Wages of farm 
hands in Alberta thts yeat will be only 
| about half what they were last year, 
jaccording to several farmers and 
|farming organizations. Hon. Duncan 
|Marshall, provincial minister of as- 
jriculture, who was in Calgary Mon- 
jd@y morning, when this question was 
lput to him, replied emphatically that 
|farmers could not possibly pay more 
ithan $40 to $50 a month, with board, 


lfor their help in view of the prospect | 


of wheat this year going back to pre- 
war oasis. The latter figure was 
mentioned by H. W. Wood, president 
of the U-F.A. This Is also confirmed 
by W. D. Trego, a member of the 
U.F.A. committee that was appointed 
to go into the farm wage question. 

As a matter of fact, William Car- 
nill, superintendent of the Calgary 
branch of the Alberta labor bereau, 
said he had already filied some ord- 
ers for farm help at the rate of $50 
a month and board, although there 
were a number of the men on hand 
that refused to accept the rate. In 
scme cases the rate of $60 a month 
was pam @uring the seeding season. It 
is understood that a number of men 
are expected to arrive shorily frdm 
ithe coast who are prepared to accept 
the figure offered by the farmers this 
lyear. 

Generally speaking, it is the inten- 
tion of farmers, if they cannot secure 
help at about the figure mentioned
